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SUBJECT: STOBBE WASHINGTON TRIP: BERLIN FOLLOW-UP ASPECTS 

1 . I SAW GOVERNING MAYOR STOBBE 29 AUGUST TO DISCUSS WASH- 
INGTON TRIP, PARTICULARLY TO ASK IF THERE IS ANYTHING ON WHICH 
MISSION FOLLOW-UP MIGHT BE USEFUL. HE IS VERY HAPPY, SAYS 
THAT THINGS COULD NOT HAVE GONE BETTER, AND THAT HE FOUND 
PRESIDENT AND ALL OTHERS WITH WHOM HE MET BOTH WELL-INFORMED 
ABOUT BERLIN MATTERS AND FULLY SUPPORTIVE OF CONTINUED 
FREEDOM AND VIABILITY OF CITY. 

2. STOBBE SAID THERE WERE TWO THINGS HE WOULD APPRECIATE 
FOLLOW-UP ON. ONE IS ANY ASSISTANCE USG CAN GIVE ON FORD 
PROJECT, IN PARTICULAR WITH GETTING FORD AGREEMENT TO RECEIVE 
BERLIN GROUP IN DETROIT, FOR PURPOSE EXPLAINING BERLIN OFFER 
MORE FULLY, INCLUDING CERTAIN SPECIAL LABOR FORCE INDUCE- 
MENTS BERLIN PREPARED OFFER. I TOLD HIM I THOUGHT THIS 

WAS IN TRAIN AND THAT I WAS CONFIDENT HIS RECENT LETTER TO 
UNDER SECRETARY HARMAN HAD BEEN BROUGHT TO AMBASSADOR 
STOESSEL'S ATTENTION. 

3. OTHER IS ASSISTANCE IN ARRANGING MAKE BEST POSSIBLE USE 
OF SECRETARY BLUMENTHAL'S TIME IN PLANNED NOVEMBER VISIT. 
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HE SAID HE HAS SOME IDEAS WHICH HE WILL PASS ON TO ME 
NEXT FEW DAYS. MISSION EXPECTS MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 
VISIT ARRANGEMENTS THROUGH EMBASSY IN EARLY SEPTEMBER, AS 
WAS AGREED WITH AMBASSADOR STOESSEL PRIOR HIS DEPARTURE ON 
LEAVE. 

4. STOBBE SAID HE REGRETTED THERE WAS NO CHANCE DISCUSS 
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FRIENDSHIP FORCE VISIT TO BERLIN WITH PRESIDENT. HE DID 
HOWEVER DISCUSS WITH WHITE HOUSE STAFF MEMBER, WHO TOLD 
HIM HE THOUGHT PLANNING IS GOING FORWARD ON VISIT TO 
HAMBURG. STOBBE WAS SORRY HEAR THIS, AS HE HOPED GET 
VISIT TO BERLIN FIRST, AND SAID HE ASKED FRG EMBASSY 
OFFICIAL (PERHAPS HANSEN) TO SEE IF HAMBURG PLANNING 
COULD IN EFFECT MARK TIME UNTIL BERLINERS CAN GET 
ORGANIZED TO INVITE VISIT. HE RECOGNIZES NON-GOVERNMENTAL 
NATURE OF FRIENDSHIP FORCE PROJECT, AND IS TRYING LOCATE 
PRIVATE SPONSOR HERE, PERHAPS STEUBEN SCHURZ FOUNDATION, 
TO SERVE AS CATALYST GROUP TO INVITE VISIT AND WORK OUT 
DETAILS WITH FRIENDDSHIP FORCE ORGANIZATION. 

5. AS RELATIVELY MINOR THING BUT ONE STOBBE WANTS 
STRAIGHTEN OUT, PRESS HERE FOCUSED HEAVILY ON PRESIDENT'S 
INVITATION OT TELEPHONE HIM DIRECTLY IF THERE WAS 
TROUBLE IN BERLIN, IMPLYING THAT THERE MIGHT BE FAIRLY 
FREQUENT STOBBE-CARTER TELEPHONE COMMUNICATION. STOBBE 
SAID THIS WAS NONSENSE, AND THAT HE HAD GIVEN PRESS 
INTERVIEW OVER WEEKEND HERE TO PUT MATTER IN PERSPECTIVE. 
HE TOLD SPD PAPER INTERVIEWER IT IS TRUE PRESIDENT 
MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OF DIRECT CALL IF NEEDED, PERHAPS 
TO BE MADE TOGETHER WITH CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT. SUCH 
POSSIBILITY WOULD HOWEVER BE EXERCISED ONLY IN EVENT 
SOME MATTER OF GRAVEST IMPORTANCE NEEDED BE BROUGHT TO 
PRESIDENT'S ATTENTION IMMEDIATELY, STOBBE SAID, AND 
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CERTAINLY WOULD NOT BE RESORTED TO FOR ORDINARY BERLIN 
PROBLEMS. GEORGE 
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
